ineluding Puckard and Internitional Harvester. WailG's sister-in«law is en- 
ployed us confidential socretury to the lutionaliot Governnent's chief dele~ 
gate to the United Cations. 


3. In late Septexber the Han Kuan; Couoany of uacao purchased through the Tan 
Hein Conpar: of “eng Kong; a lurge number of anorican-wanufsctured i‘ orochones, 
field televhonos, and loud spridkers for uilitury use. Ty 20 October 1,000 
nicrophones, 2,000 field tele hones, and %,000 loud sveulkers had boon aent ta 

Canton fro... Tovloon on the Canton-Xowloon Railroad. 


4. On 18 Cetober 3 trucks vere sent dy the Non Kuang: Communy of lacao to Chiien= 
shan (115-u2, 22-14) to nick up 75 boxes of silver dollars, each contuining 
2,000 vieces, which hud been shinped there by the Rank of China in Canton. 
The boxes vere transnorted to the Van Kuang: Cormany varehouese in Uucao to be 
used br tht company for the eurchace in iucao of military sunplies for Con- 


wuniot Ching. 


5, LIANG Chtang, section chief of the Tconomies urecu of the “acao Governiunnt, 
heads a aroun which is smuzgling ecudipnent and supplies from the Yon: Kong 
area to acao, usin: amvroximitely 50 junke for this +urvese. During eurly 
October, 50 nuetoreaveles and about 2,000 druns of kerosene and Diesel o11 
vere omagled by thie grow: to Uacao fro: Chtangehou Island (113-26, 23-04) 
and Paao (112-17, 21-47) on Lantao Island in the “on Kon; aren. These 
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supplies are now stgred in the van Kuang Company warehouce in Mucao avaiting 
ahionent to Canton. 


6. On 12 October the FPortuzese vessel SOSANE arrived in tiacao from Tinor with 
a total of anproxinately 80 tons 9? mide and cotton. The saue day the vessel 
HUNG Ko ¥"UBI Ya (HES f& 3# )” arrived_in ilacao from Haiphong wits a 
total of 12G tons of iron bars and cenent.” These careoos were purchased from 
Tirer for the Nan Kuang Company by 310 Hajer, chairman of the board of 
directore of the Chanber of Comierce of Macao, and in late Uctober were in the 
company warehouse in Macao awaiting shipment to Canton.
